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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 6-14 and 16-21 are allowed over the prior art of record for at least the 
reason the prior art fails to teach or suggest an array of first contacts formed on a first 
face of the terminal element and an array of a second contacts formed on a second face 
of the terminal element opposite to the first face, wherein each of the first contact 
electrically connected to a corresponding one of the second contacts by a way of a 
conductive path extending between the first face and the second face.
